The procedure for obtaining employ- 
ment for ex-convicts followed by the

Convicts in-prisons all over the coun- 
try are informed through prison news- 
papers that the services of the society 
are free to them. When a prisoner is 
about to be released and desires to ob- 
tain work through the society he ap- 
lies to the head office in Huntington, 
telling his history and specifying the 
kind of work he desires and the part of 
the country he would prefer to live. 
The society then asks the Warden for 
a confidential report on the applicant 
and the probability of his becoming a 
law-abiding citizen. 

If the prisoner's application and the 
Warden's report are satisfactory the so- 
| ciety communicates with several em- 
| ployers situated in the part of the coun- 
try where the prisoner desires to live 
and possibly able to give employment of 
the character requested. one of the 
listed firms is wnder obligations to ac- 
gept«an ex-convict, recommended by the 
society. 

The correspondence is carried on by 
the society until a. job is obtained for 
the applicant, and he is then provided 
by the society with a card of introduc- 
tion: to the firm with whom the society 
has been in communication. This indi- 
vidual puts the ex-convict to work and 
no one else in the place of employment 
knows that the new man has been in 
prison. If no one discovers this fact the 
ex-convict's chances for success are in 
creased, and if the discovery is made 
and reported he is protected by the one 
who knows the facts —o the charge 
of ‘having obtained work under false 
pretenses. 

The work qhaines for ex-convicts by 
the saciety, Mrs. Dabney said, includes 
high and low classes of mental and 
manual labor. The society never gives 
released prisoners money except in 
cases where rsons for whom jobs 
have been obtained cannot provide 
themselvés with transportation. 

In the two years since the organiza- 
tion of the society, Mrs. Dabney added, 
jobs have hee obtained for about 3,000 
men, fully 80 per cent. of whom have

Calvin Derrick intended to amend many 
of the reforms instituted by Thomas 
Mott Osborne, his predecessor in office, 

For the first ‘time in many days there 
was no ball game among the prisoners 
when they appeared for their usual air- 
ing this afternoon, and there was evi- 
dence that there had been a curtailment 
of some of the other privileges bestowed 
on his wards by Mr. Osborne. The ab- 
sence of Acting Warden Derrick, due to 
illness, made it impossible to obtain from 
him a forecast of his policies, but it was 
learned from other sources that prison 


discipline was to be insisted on more 
rigorously than in the past, and that 
there would be a decided modification 
of many of the experiments undertaken 
by Mr. Osborne. 

Bag Derrick is known to be in favor 

ee prisoners to énjoy as 
freedom and recreation as possi- 

ble. and to be in sympathy with some 
of the ideas advanced by the retired 

Warden, but. he has frequently ex- 
pressed himself as being opposed to 
any innovation that would encourage 
laxity of discipline and encourage con- 
ditions such as culminated in the re- 
cent éscape of six prisoners on one of 
the prison's auto trucks. 

The prison authorities are determined 
to learn all of the facts leading up to 
the latest jail delivery. It is known 
that ene of Supt. Carter's 
assisting in ihe investigation, 
with the view of discovering 
there ts any foundation for the. state- 
ment of Maurice Curtiss, one of the 
six convicts who escaped, that seventy- 
five pistols have been hidden about the 
prison by convicts.

Nearly One-third Take Passage on 
Belligerent Ships—Crew of 
Blommersdijk Depart. 


Five liners sailed for European ports 
yésterday with 1,771 passengers and 42. 
000 tons of cargo and mails. Two of 
the steamships sailed under neutral 
flags; the St. Paul of the American Line 
for Liverpool and the Ryndarty for Rot- 
terdam via Falmouth.

4. It is well settled by the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court 
(the prize cases, 67 U. 8S. 636) that 
“‘a state of actual war may exist 
without any formal declaration of it 
by either y; and this is true of 
both a civil and foreign war.” Prob-- 
ably the best definition of war is 
that given by Vattel, who, at the be- 
ginning of the Third Book in his Law 
of Nations, defines war to be “that 
state in which we prosecute our right 
by force.” 

It is thus apparent that under the 
law there need be no formal declara- 
tion of war; but that under the defi- 
nition of Vattel a state of war exists 
so far as concerns the operations of 
the United States troops in Mexico, 
by reason of the fact that the United 
States is prosecuting its rights by 
force of arms, and in a manner in 
which war is usually conducted. The 
statutes which are operative only 
during a period of war have been in- 
ceppemed as relating to a condition 
and not a theory. Thus it was held 
that the operations of the United 
States in China, although war with 
China was never declared, was a state 
of war within the meaning of the 
statutes, the parties to the war so 
far as concerned us, being on one 
side the United States, and on the 
other a certain proportion of the in- 
habitants of the Chinese Empire who 
were, from the representation of the 
Imperial Chinese Government, in re- 
volt. It was not contended that at 
any time the United States and the 
Imperial Government of China were 
at war, but that we were prosecuting 
our right to protect our representa- 
tives from the body of Chinese who 
were seeking to capture or kill them. 

It was, therefore, held in a report 
of this office, dated March 21, 1905, 
(C17,609,) approved by Secretary Taft, 
that the operations of the expedition- 
ary force in China constituted a con- 
dition of war, and, therefore, was not 
entitled to the benefit of the statute 
of limitations. Similarly, after the 
ratification of the treaty of peace 
with Spain, the United States was 
regarded as at peace, except locally 
in the Philippine Islands, where a 
state of war legally continued until 
peace was proclaimed therein by the 

resident. 

5. I am, therefore, of the opinion 
that, while the war is not recognized 
as existing between the United States 
and Mexico, the actual conditions un- 
der which the field operations in Mex- 
ico are being conducted are those of 
actual war; that within the field of 
operations of the expeditionary force 
in Mexico, it is * time of war’’. within 
the meaning of the Fifty-eighth Ar- 
ticles of War, since it could not have 
been intended that under such con- 
ditions United States soldiers would 
be turned over to the authorities of 
Mexico for trial,

That was the unique note of the 
pageant. Out of ‘the thirty entrances 
midway between top and bottom, some- 
times from the very brim. itself, the 
mummers swooped into the inclosure 
below like so many streams of colored 
liquid poured synchronously over the 
lip of the bowl. In the first interlude 
these streams of humanity were a thou- 
sand little girls dressed in costumes of 
broad bands of blue and green and 
purple. Down the steps they trickled, 
out across the field in regular alignment. 
where they waved their arms and 
swayed their bodies in imitation of the 
waves of the sea. Then came maidens, 
symbolizing the Arts and Sciences, in 
barges of brown and yellow,.who sailed 
across this faery sea to the infant Yale, 
cradled in its centre, and him they bore 
to the New World. 

Again, in the second 
allegory of War and Peace. this idea 
was used with fine effect. When Peace 
nad at last come and brought calm to 
the troubled earth down the aisles 
streamed her followers in robes of yel- 
low, orange, green, blue, and purple. 
They waved aloft blossoming branches 
and sprigs of gilded laurel, and when 
they had taken their places on the field 
below the effect was of looking down 
into.a mammoth vessel of cloissoné of 
wondrous design. 

The pageant as acted consisted of six- 
teen numbers grouped, a prelude, four 
episodes, three interludes, and a finale. 
The episodes presented scenes of the 
colonial, revolutionary, early nineteenth 
century, and present-day periods. The 
scenes of the colonial episode were 
played synchronously, and then _ the 
arena was like a three-ring circus, with 
something different going on in every 
corner of the field. In this and in the 
revolutionary episode the atmosphere of 
the period depicted was created by hun- 
dreds of women, children, and men in 
the costumes of the period, and engaged 
in the occupations and pastimes of those 
davs.

Noted English Breeder Selis Racers 

to American Turfmen. - 

- Next. season there will be a number,of 
thoroyghbreds racing in the colots of 
American: owners Which were formerly 
the property of J. B. Joel, one of. ‘the 
most prominent and successful English 
breeders and owners in recent times. 
Owing to racing being curtailed in Eng- 
land and on the Continent, Joel decided 
to dispose of many of his high-class 
race horses, and these have beén bought 
by American trainers and others spect- 
ally commissioned to obtain them for 
horsemen in this country. 

Although starting in a modest Way; 
Joel’s success on the English turf hag 
been phenomenal. His first victory was 
sixteen years ago, and was recorded in 
a two-year-old maiden platé, at New- 
market, by Discoverer, a son of Pioneer, 
ridden by 8. Loates. Joel won three 
more races during his initial season, and 
when the statistics were drawn up it 
was revealed that he had some £2,500 
to his credit.

Always will this remain a mystery to 
me, She was easy prey, and there 
was. no danger of the Stephano run- 
ning away, as she was deserted.. A 
short time later the U-53 was sighted 
with her bow against the starboard 
quarter of the Stephano, apparently 
having sent some members .of the 
crew on board. We remained within 
a respectable distance, determined to. 
see the finish of the day’s work. 

Patiently we waited, but the men on 
the Stephano were in no-hurry. At 
about 9:30 (our time) we steamed 
away. .Looking aroynd, we saw a 
number of ship’s boats floating about 
with no-one in them. ,We had one 
boat in tow, but later had to cast it 
adrift, on account of the impossibility 
of towing it to shore. .Going close to the 
Balch—the senior. officer of our force 
being her Captain~we.received’ orders 
to’ proceed to Newport at discretion. 
Taking our departure from the Light 
Vessel, which had-figured so prom- 
inently in the rescue work, we ar- 
rived at Newport at about 3 Az: M., 
Oct. 9.

Unscored by 
streams, it extends northward as- far 
as Prilep, cavering the road from 
Monastir north. It is by far the most 
important topographical feature of all 
the country through which the Ser- 
bians are forcing their way. 

The occupation of the ridge, or at 
least the southern part of it, was the 
first problem that confronted the Ser- 
bians after the Cerna was crossed. 
Now, it appears, the first step in the 
solution of. this problem has been 
taken. The southern slopes have been 
taken, gnd what appears to be a per- 
manent foothold has been acquired on 
its summit through the capture of the 
small town of Velyeselo. This village, 
just two miles north of Brod, throws 
this part of the Serb army some little 
distance ahead of the line further 
west, and, if it can be held against 
counterattacks, it will be a point of 
vantage in assisting the advance north 
in the-.plains. 

On the Russian front .the week has 
seen several great. efforts: “Along the 
Carpathians, the Russians have been 
attempting with little success to force 
the passage of the mountains and link 
up with the Rumanians further south. 
Needless to say, a sticcéss here would 
have a great: influence on the Ru- 
manian defense of their border. In 
the first place, such a move would take 
the German army which is operating 
in Transylvania full in the flank and 
prevent any further attempt to get 
into Rumania. In order to guard this 
flank, a retirement would be necessary; 
thus permitting for the second time 
the invasion of the province. 

Another vital question would be the 
ability. .of the, Russians -to establish 
direct communications with the Ru- 
manian° Army.

There sits a girl in middy blouse and 
trousers reading a book, and near by is 
one émbroidering ‘‘ Flo”’ on a tobacco- 
brown pillow cover that will no doubt 
soon become a treasure in a room in 
the Forties, west-of Seventh Avenue. 

The ‘elephants have just finished their 
game of baseball and now they are 
marching off with stately tread. There 
is a scampering from the stage entrance 
that leads to the runway down which 
tiie beasts will descend to the stables 
that’ is only equaled later when Anna 
Paviowa emerges from her dressing 
room for her first entrance, only one. is 
a scampering from fear and the other 
from respect: To tell the truth, none of 
the other’ performers is on familiar 
terms with’ Roxie, Jennie, and Julie. 
Little Chin-Chin was more susceptible 
to flattery, but ever since the paralysis 
scare Julie has kept her little girl out 
of the city. 

Over at the south, or left-hand, side 
of the stage, at a vantage point just 
inside the proscenium, stands Clyde 
Pewers, the stage manager. Before him 
is a telephone switchboard, through 
which he Gan communicate with any 
part of the building, and a series of 
push buttons.« When an act is about 
over he pushes one of these, which 
flashes a’ warning to the men who con- 
trél the lights and the motors that 
raise and lower the scenic drops. All ‘of 
the drops and ‘curtains are operated by 
électricity instead of by men _ pulling 
ropes over pullies, which was the old 
method.

Perhaps it will interest some of your 
readers to know that ‘ The Living 
Corpse,’’ the posthumous play of Leo 
Tolstoy, was produced in Yiddish in 
the Thalia Theatre by the eminent 
actor, Jacob Adler, a short time after | 
the death of the great master, 
it. was shown for four 
months to packed houses. Still your 
statement that this play, which was 
given Oct. 17, in the German Theatre; 
made its appearance in this country 
for the first time, is not entirely 
Wrong, because Yiddish, you know, is 
&@ Janguage only good for the use of 
peddlers that sell onions and not for 
the subtle art of conveying human 
emOtions on the stage. And, besides 
that, it was played before an audience 
of ignorant foreigners, who. cannot 
appreciate the great and beautiful. 
Their theatres—what else can they be 
but cheap music halls? 

Why, to. the people outside the boun- 
daries of the Bowery. and Houston 
Street, the lower east side and ignor- 
ance aré synonomous. Of course, the 
press is supposed to suit itself to the 
taste of the public, to the majority of 
which the east side is a kind of China- 
town gn a big scale; @ place which 
they sometimes grace with their pres- 
ence for. the purpose of sightseeing or 
to. save our poor souls’ and about 
which they like to read sensational 
little stories, rather than to be inter- 
ested in its educational and self-im- 
proving activities or its spiritual life 
in general. 

In closing, I would add -that this so- 
cial attitude ‘is very strongly felt by 
us, although our pride bids us to ignore 
it most of the time.

Canon Chase Gives His Views on the 
New Griffith Picture. 


Ta the Dramatic Editor: 

May I enter 
commendation of the Babylonian portion 
of the film ‘‘Intolerance’’? It is truly, 
as you say, a stupendous spectacle. But 
it misrepresents the historical facts, be- 
yond what dramatic license can justify. 
It represents Babylon as. destroyed by 





intolerance,.or, as the foreword printed 
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worship of other gods, betrays h's King, 





on the program says, ** depicts the de- 
struction of the greatest civilization of 
antiquity—the treason growing out of 
the intolerance of Babylon’s High Priest 
of Bell. who, to suppress the growing 


Belshazzar, and opens the gates of the 
capital to ‘the conquering Cyrus and his 
hosts.”’ 

The fact is, that Cyrus did not de- 
stroy Babylon but benefited her. Baby- 
lon did not lose in grandeur or influence” 
at the time “Mr. Griffith pictures her 
as falling, in 588 B. C., but for two 
centuries later she continued as the 
Queen of Cities. When Alexander the 
Great captured her, in 331 B.:C., he 
made her the capital of his empire. L. 
King in his ‘* History of Babylon,” 
in 1915, gays: ‘“ The tran- 
quillity of the counriy under Cyrus 
formed a striking contrust to the unrest 
and intrigue which characterized its at- 
titude under Assyrian rule. Babylon's 
commercial life and- prosperity suffered 
no interruption in consequence of the 
change of her political status.’ 

Maspero in his Passing of the«Em- 

refers to the capture of Babylon 
by Cyrus in these words! © *‘ Babylon 
suffered in no way by her servitude and, 
far from being a source of unhappiness 
to her, she actually rejoiced in it. Noth- 
ing in or around the city Was changed, 
and she remained what she had been 
since thefall of Assyria, the real capital 
of the regions situated between the Med- 
iterranean and ‘the Zagror.’’ 

The Babylonians were marked by two 
characteristics, their trading instinct 
and their reverence for the gods; ‘There 
is some evidence on the cuneiform: in- 
scriptions dug from the ruins of .Baby- 
lon and elsewhere that the heathen 
priests betrayed Belshazzar, who was 
acting as King, into the hands of 
Cyrus. 

But Babylon was not. destroyed by. re- 
ligious intolerance, but by her trading 
instinct, uncontrolled by religion or pa- 
triotism. Babylon's decay began. soon 
after the death. of Alexander the Great, 
when a new city was built on the Ti ris 
River for maritime communication: For 
business reasons the peo le mov ed from 
Babylon to the new city, ‘‘ Selncia;’’ 
near at hand. 

It was not by such warlike scenes as 
Mr. Griffith’s wonderful;photoplay de- 
picts that Babylon was destroyed, but 
by a gradual and purely etonomic proc- 
ess and through no sudden. blow®that 
Babylon slowly bled to death. 
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the cruc'fixon of Christ, 
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shazgar’s defiance of Jehovah, ‘of - 
handwriting upon the wall of. the ‘an- 
quet_ hall, and Daniel’s. interpretation 
of the - Divine. judgment... He. makes 
Belshagzar -kill himself; Mss the Bible 
says. he was slain.”

One. particular incident stirred’ Eng- 
land deeply. It was the death of John 
Travers Cornwell in the battle of Jut-« 
Jand. A boy of 16 on H. M.S. Ghester; 
Was mortally. wounded early fn the 
Nevertheless*. he remained | 
} standing alone at a most exposed ‘post, 
to the end of the action, with the gun’s 
crew dead and wounded ‘all. around 
him. ‘He said simply; when asked why 
he had. remained there, he thought 
thit he might be wanted. “The boy's 
body was brought back to England and 
buried by his parents in a+ London 
cemetery. The British people. had not 
‘then heard the story of his death, but 
wher Sir John Jellicoe’s dispatch was 
published telling about young Corn- 
well’s heroism a wave -of -emotion 
‘swept over the country. 

Two. thonths afterward the coffin 
was disinterred and buried with honors 
in @ new grave. Admiral Lord Beres- 
ford’is at the head of a movement to 
perpetuate the boy’s memory forall 
time. There will be a monument over 
his. grave; beds will be endowed, in 
various hospitals for disabled’ sailors; 
cottage homes ‘will be built to accom- 
modate invalid sailors and their fami- 
lies;. naval scholarships will. be estab¢ 
lished for the~»benefit of deserving 
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boys; every school in England will 
have Cornwell’s portrait hanging on 
its’ walls, and every child will be told 
his story and the significance of the 
epitaph, “Faithful unto death,” that 
was engraved on the lid of his coffin. 
One. man has won the Y. C. twice in 
the present war. He was still alive 
when last heard from and may yet win 
the medal again. Lieutenant John 
Jacka of the Fourteenth Battalion of | 
Australian Infantry is the man. He 
won the V. C. first in the fighting at 
Gallipoli. .He was then .a- Corporal. 
On May 18, 1915, the Turks made a! 
fierce attack.on the position held by j 
the Australians: The onslaught was 
one of the most furious of the dis- | 


astrous ‘series of battles that marked 
the Gallipoli campaign. It Was neces- 
‘sary to capture‘ a.certain part, of a 
Turkish trench and Jacka undertook 
to accomplish.that job. alone. He got 
in ‘behind the trench; With his rifle 
Jacka shot down five Turks, with his 
bayonet he killed two more, and the 
thrée ‘who remained tq oppose him. he 
captured: His ‘achievement saved a 
part of the allted line. 

On Aug. 5 last Jacka won his V.-C. 
the second: time at: the battle .of the 
Somme. He had been. promoted to a 
Ljeutenancy and was in command of » 
platoon sent to,relieve a‘force of An- 
gacs in an: advanced trenth near’ 
Poziéres.. In’ the morning’ Jacka’s. lit- 
tle command was attacked by a force 
‘of 600 Germans. Only seven of Jacka’s 
men; including himself, remained alive 
after that charge. These seven decided 
to die fighting, even against. over- 
whelming odds.. With bayonets they 
charged at the Germans,. They fought 
like tigers and were able’ to-keep. the 
Germans busy until the:reserves came 
up. and the tide turned,. It is said that 
not a single German of that 600 got 
away. Many were killed. and some 
were captured. 

In any record of-the Victoria Cross 
one. cannot omit the name of Lieu- 
tenant Warneford, the first man to de- 
stroy a Zeppelin single-handed. A few 
days after his exploit’ Warneford was 
killed while flying with an American 
newspaper mani.

Two important garage operations will 
Soon be started in ‘the automobile section 
just north of Fifty-ninth Street]: “They 
will occupy two sites at 100 to 123 West 
Sixty-fourth Street, and 32 and 34 West 
Sixty-sixth Street - respettivély. The 
former will be twelve stofes high, and 
with its-frontage of 148 feet will be one 
of the largeststructures of its kind 
in the city..

Judge Wadhams’s expression of opin- 
ion was particularly welcome to the peo- 
ple who have been advocating a revision 
of the New York State law which prohib- 
its any one from giving instruction re- 
garding methods of birth control. . For 
the last two or three years a group of 
agitators in this city has been trying to 
arouse public opinion to the point where 
there would be a general demand for a 
change in the law. Public meetings have 
been held, stréet corner orators have dis- 
cussed, the’ subject, literature has*been 
distributed, and several people have been 
arrested for giving the information that 
the law. prohibits. Several well-known 
medical men have encouraged the agi-

The very. great qualities he showed 
in the few trying years of his prominence— 
and dominance—in the life of our nation 
are-seen through the magnifying and re- 
fracting atmosphere of heroism and trag- 
edy that enveloped him at death, and the 
tendency Is natural to try to find in every- 
thing that is known of him confirmation 
of his greatness. 

Lerd Charnwood is singularly free from 
this tendency. It may be said that he 
loves Lincoln, and that he hates slavery.
